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Saul,into a ſofter, Paul, fo was he 
quite changed in his diſpolition from 
Hyper-zelotes to Hyper-philadelphotes, 
and was turned into another man , as 
Saul the firft was for a while, but he 
for ever.

But after he was ( I ſay ) quite of 
another mind, and became the molt 
complacent and complying Perſon in

glory,he looked onas his ſpame : Cir- 
camcifion was no more with himnow 
then Uncircumciſion, both nothing 
to the new Creature,to faith in Chriſt, 
to the keeping of the Commandements 
of God.
